penal Parliament the Commons of LoWet 
Canada, in the name of the people whom 
they represent, approached your hotiotira* 
hie House, by petition dated from Quebec* 
on the first day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-four, setting forth 
the grievances which the people of the said 
Province suffered, arising out of the vieiotls 
principles upon which their Political In¬ 
stitutions are based, aggravated by a series 
of arbitrary Administrations to which die 
Province has been subjected.

fifteenth of April, one thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and thirty foiir, induced the people of 
Lower Canada to hope, that not only would 
the prayer of their Petition be listened to*, 
but that die grievances therein set forth} 
which your Petitioners have reason to be¬ 
lieve were fully supported, would bo im¬ 
mediately redressed* 

That this hope, which yottr Petitioners 
cannot deem unreasonable, was still fur¬ 
ther strengthened by the retirement ef his 
Majesty’s late Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, the Right Hon. E. G. Stanley, 
and the subsequent appointment of the 
Right Hon. T. Spring Rice, the more es¬ 
pecially after the repeated declarations of 
the Right Hon. the Secretary of State for 
the colonies, that his Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment was actuated by the strongest desire 
to render justice to the People of this Pro¬ 
vince, by removing the various abuses un¬ 
der which they suffer, and affording to 
them security against the recurrence there¬ 
of* 

That your Petitioners, however, regret 
to state that not only does the said Peti¬ 
tion of the commons of Lower Canada to 
your Hon. House appear to have been to¬ 
tally neglected, but new abuses have been

Petition of the Montreal Convention renewed by 
the House of Assembly. 

The bumble petition of the undersigned 
members elected to serve in the Assembly 
of Lower Canada, and of the members 
foiming the minority of the Legislative 
Council who partake the opinions of the 
people, shevveth ;— 

That during tho last Session of the Im- 


People even horn the Government of Eng¬ 


land itself. 

That among the additional grievances 
of Which the people of this Province have 
to complain, your petitioners would invite 
the attention of your Hon. House to the 
fact* that His Excellency Matthew Lord 
Aylmer is still continued in the Govern¬ 
ment of this province, after having been 
formally accused* in the aforesaid Petition* 
of 41 illegal* unjust and unconstitutional con¬ 
duct,” and after having bottle himself to¬ 
wards the representatives of the people of 
Lower Canada* in a manner insulting to a 
body intrusted with Legislative functions 
and destructive of the respect which should 
be due to His Majesty’s Representative. 

That the acts of the Governor-in-Cbief, 
of which the people of this Province still 
have to complain, were for the most part 
enumerated in the aforesaid Petition to 
your Hon. House; chat since that time the 
vindictive and bitter feelings, together with 
the arbitrary and unbecoming conduct which 
bis Excellency has displayed towards the 
people of this Province have created an 
Universal feeling of discontent towards His 
Excellency’s Administration. 

That among the just subjects of com¬ 
plaint against the present Administration 
of this province,the system which is exhibit¬ 
ed in the distribution of offices necessarily 
holds a conspicuous place; that the chief 
recommendation to office Continues to be 
a display of marked and bitter animosity 
towards the majority of the people of this 
Province ; that it is seldom men of trench 
Canadian origin find their way into office 
Under any circumstances, but when they 
are appointed, it is not until they have 
alienated themselves from the sympathies 
of the people and allied themselves with 
the factious minority opposed to the wishes 
and interests of the country ; and that even 
the sacred character of justice has been re¬ 
cently polluted in its source, by the ap¬ 
pointing to the high office of Judge of the 
King’s Bench for the district of Montreal, 
a man who was a violent and decided par¬ 
tisan of the Administration of the Earl of 
Dalhousie* and the declared enemy of the 
laws which he is sworn to administer; and 
also by the appointment of a greater num¬ 
ber of commissioners for the trial of small 
causes in different parts of the country, in¬ 
tentionally selected on the eve of a general 
Election from among the notorious parti¬ 
sans of the present Administration. 

1 bat another cause of complaint which 
has arisen since the aforesaid petition of the 
Commons of Lower Canada to your Hon. 
House* is the culpable indifference betray¬ 
ed by the GoVernor-inChief on the subject 
of the frightful ravages committed by Asia¬ 
tic Cholera during the la>t summer. That 
a few days after the existence of the dread¬ 
ful scourge in the City of Montreal was 
ascertained, the Corporation of the said 
City, in accordance With its strict line of 
duty, passed a series of resolutions author¬ 
ising an application to the Governor-in* 
Chief, for an extension of the Quarantine 
Regulations to the Port of Montreal ; and 
for an aid for the purpose of forwarding the 
destitute Emigrants to their destination ; 
that the answer of the Governor Was more 
than a hate refusal—it Was maiked by 
coldness and insult ; that your petitioners 
[are firmly of opinion that the virulence 


which the disease subsequently assumed in 
the C’ity of Montreal Would have consider¬ 
ably mitigated, bad the Head of the Ad¬ 
ministration complied with the prayer of 
the Corporation: and that the people of the 
cuut)try gmiei-ally, and more especially the 
surviving relatives bt the one thou-Kod 
three hundred victims who died in Mon¬ 
treal, and of the thousands in the Province 
who have fallen Victims to the disease, look 
Upon the conduct of his Excellency as one 
of the principal causes of their suffering 
and bereavement. 

That since the aforesaid Petition of the 
Commons of Lower Canada, your Hon. 
House, in inhosk Mi be rations be it remem¬ 
bered the People of this Province hai'g no 
voice , have sanctioned the sale of lands 
belonging to this Province to several indi¬ 
viduals, Using the title of the ‘‘ British 
North American Land company,” and 
hereby have tnXed this colony, contrary to 
tile Hlost lilipoftntit aUd indisputable of the 
birth rights of British subjects, which were 
morn particularly acknowledged and con¬ 
firmed to ColOnieft With loCal Legislatures 
by the faith and liorioUr of the British Par¬ 
liament, pledged by the detlahttoVy act of 
1778, the Violation of Which pHnViple re¬ 
cognised in sail! Act, led ttt the rightful 
and successful resistance of tile further Brit¬ 
ish colonies arid dismemberment of the 
British Empire. That yoUr Petitioners, 
viewing with alarUi stich an etttToacht lent 
upon their political privileges would fain 
believe that it has beert made Without con¬ 
sidering their constitutional lights and the 
provisions of the said declaratory art; that 
your Petitioners, nevertheless, solemnly 
protest against this violation of the most 
sacred rights of the people of Lower Cana¬ 
da, and pray for the immediate repeal Of 
the Act passed in favour of the said Land 
company. That your Petitioners have 
reason to believe that the said tax is now 
being paid into the Colonial Chest •f ihis 
Province, for the disposal of the Executive 
without the sanction ami in defiance of the 
expressed will of the Commons of Lower 
Canada; that your Petitioners anticipate 
With fear as a consequence thereof, a fright¬ 
ful increase of Corruption in this Province; 
that in addition tt> the fears generated by 
this unconstitutional application of said tax, 
your petitioners foresee, as arising out of 
the peculiar powers conferred on the com¬ 
pany in question* the destruction of the po¬ 
litical independence of the people* who may 
unfortunately become subject to its control 
and who Will he rendered basely subservi¬ 
ent to the said Company. 

That the continued dilapidations of* the 
revenues of the Province, in direct viola¬ 
tion of the Constitution, are another source 
of alarm to his Majesty’s Canadian subjects; 
that after the abandonment of the late Co¬ 
lonial Secretary’s project to seize upon the 
said revenues by suspending an Act which 
did no more than confirm to the Commons 
of Lower Canada a right previously recog¬ 
nized without conferring any new pi ivi leges, 
his Majesty’s Canadian subjects did rot 
expect to he soon called to resist similar 
Unconstitutional ehcroaclimeiits and dilapi¬ 
dations; yet Very recently the indisputable 
privileges of the Assembly have been again 
violated by the payment of the public ser¬ 
vants Without the sanction or Cognizance 
of the only body authorized to give such 
sanctioh. 

I hat the people cf the old Colonies, 
now the United States of North America, 
however much they were aggrieved by at¬ 
tempts at unconstitutional taxation, had 
much less to complain of on the score of 
Executive Usurpation than the people of 
this Province; the Assembly having re¬ 
peatedly declared its fixed determination 
not to sanction that Which it must ever 
consider a tyrannical violation of its tights, 
and which the people of this Province re¬ 
gard as a Virtual dissolution of the Consti¬ 
tution, and for the consequences Of which 
your petitioners cannot answer. 

I hat Under these circumstances, your 
petitioners claim for his Majesty s Canadi¬ 
an subjects, the protection of your honour¬ 
able house against these arid similar acts 
of pillage. That your honourable house 
may and ought at once to ascertain, in or¬ 
der to bring to just punishment, those Who 
authorized so criminal an assumption of 
power. 

That inasmuch as ho Session of the pro¬ 
vincial Parliament has intervened since the 
date of the foresaid petition of the Com¬ 
mons of this Province to your honourable 
house, your petitioners abstain from allu¬ 
ding at any length to the insuperable dif¬ 
ferences ahd the ever widening breach be¬ 
tween the House of Assembly and the 
Legislative Council of this Province—dif¬ 
ferences springing out of the very constitu- 


honourable House to the result of the re¬ 
cent Elections, in the said Province of 
Lower Canada, which aVoWedly turned 
upon the approval or disapproval of the 
Elective principle, and which result is al¬ 
most unanimously in favour of the said 
principle. 

Wherefore, your petitioners oxpi-fcftSitig 
the sentiments of the majority of the inhab¬ 
itants of Lower Canada, pray your honour¬ 
able HoUse tj cPmply with the prayer bf 
*he aforesaid petitibh of the Commons bf 
Lowei* Canada, dated bn the first of March 
•ast* mid ftlfto With that of the prefietlt pe¬ 
tition* by removing the abuses aild grievan¬ 
ces Ktt forth iherelti, so that full justice he 
rendered to the HoUse of Assembly and to 
the People Whom it represents, and your 
petitioners will ever pray.

LoWrr Canada Affairs ; and a frw thoughts on 

srvrral questions of cchstitutional government 

in the initial) colonies. 

On comparing the statements of the En¬ 
glish party with the foregoing statements 
put forth by the French party, it will be 
found that the leading point of difference 
in regard to the principles of Government 
are the following;—(1) The French party 
fteek the abolition of both the Executive 
ahd Legislative Councils as they are now 
established, and have them made analagous 
to the United States Seriate and Cabinet; 
the English party* Consisting of the great, 
body of the English* Irish, Scotch, and 
American population* Wish tb have the 
Executive and Legislative Coitncils Cbn 
tinned as they are and haVe been fob these 
forty years established by tile Constitution* 
bUt extended and rehdered thole efficient 
lh accordance with the increasing pbpUla- 
iirth and advatiCitig state bf the Province. 
(2) The French party, aft they Constitute 
the majority of the Province, claim the rep¬ 
resentation bf it by their own nation, as it 
appears frbtn tho late general elections and 
various of their publications, and the con¬ 
trol of the EkefcutiVe department of the 
Government also; the English party claim 
to he represented by a proportionate num¬ 
ber of persons of thbit* own language and 
feelings, to protect theiV commercial and 
agricultural interests, and that persons shall 
be appointed to offices according to their 
qualifications and merits, without any re¬ 
gard to their national origin. (3) The 
French party claim the entire Cohtrol of 
the Crown as well as the Provincial Re¬ 
venues ; the English party maintain the pre¬ 
rogative of the Crown on the one h&hd, as 
well as that of the House of Assembly 
on the other. (4) The French party claim 
elective instead of ttiotiaVchiVal institutions ; 
I he English party Contend for the connex¬ 
ion with the Mother Country as it now ex¬ 
ists, and the integrity of the constitution. 

Such appear to be the leading principles 
which distinguish the respective par¬ 
ties. We will offer a few remarks on some 
of the statements contained in the petition 
of the French party, which apply generally 
to all British colonies. 

1. One allegation is, that the Governor 
has not been removed, though he has 
“ been formally accused of illegal, unjust, 
and unconstitutional conduct, and of hav¬ 
ing borne himself towards the representa¬ 
tives of the people of LoWer Canada in a 
niatitier insulting to a body entrusted with 
the Legislative functions,” etc. If every 
man must bo Condemned because he is ac¬ 
cused, few public men or bodies of men 
would escape. The accusation of an indi¬ 
vidual Or a party, is not proof* The Com¬ 
mittee of the House of Combines did in¬ 
quire into the allegations of the French 
party; but its decision ahd that of the 
Home Government did not answer the 
wishes of the accusers, and therefore their 
affections will be “ ultimately alienated 
even from the government of England it¬ 
self ! ’ As far as we can recollect, not a 
Word dropped from Lord Aylmer in any 
of his communications with the House of 
Assembly, that could be considered in the 
Ibast degree uncoUrteous, Until after the 
House had censured and impeached him, 
and what he said then was in Vindication 
of his own administration. What an in¬ 
fringement Upon the 44 Unalienable fights bf 
self-goVernfneiit” it is, that all accusers are 
not allowed to be the absolute judge and 
jury in their own case! 

2. Another complaint 'is, that the Gov¬ 
ernor did not grant to the Me 'real City 
Council a ftUm of money out of the public 
funds, to aid in forwarding emigrants to 
their places of destination, and to extend 
the Quarantine regulations to the Port of 
Montreal. We would i ffer no justification 
of the Governor’s Conduct in this case. 
But it is singular to see His Excellency 
Complained of, for not doing in 1834 W hat 
he was complained of by the same party 
for doing in 183^ ; and especially W hen the 
Common Council of Montreal might have 
borrowed money Upon their Own respon¬ 
sibility, and looked to the HoUse of As¬ 
sembly to reimburse it, as Well fcs fbr his 
Excellency to do so, and to subject himsell 
to impeachment again, for granting money 
without the consent of the representatives 
of the people. 

3. r l he King and parliament are also 
charged with violating the “most impor¬ 
tant and indisputable of the birth-rights ol 
British subjects,” in sanctioning the tb\t 


of a quantity of the Crown Lands to sever¬ 
al individuals using the title of the 44 Bri¬ 
tish North American Land Company.” 
I his act is declared to be 44 unconstitution¬ 
al taxation”.—anti those lands are claimed 

as the “ pibpbrty of the province.”_It is 

a lioriiS tliHist indeed* to charge the parent, 
Goverfiffient With Violating the Constitu¬ 
tion}—yet tile Sable Charge on the samw 
ground has beeH made in Upper Canada 
also. As it therefore Concerns the prero¬ 
gative of the Crowd* gild the very exist¬ 
ence of the pfoVinebft as British colonies , it 
is impbiUtnt to examine it. First, as to 
“constitutional taxation.” How does it 
appear that selling a quantity of the wasta 
glands of the crown is 44 taxation” at all ? 

hat tax (loos it impose upon a singln 
inhabitant of any British colony? Doe* 
it not, on the contrary, contribute to tho 
settlement of these wild lands, and add to 
the value of landed property in the colony 
generally ? This is indeed a new version 
of “ taxation. But how does it appear 
that these lands are the “ property of tho 

nrnvirnr'fi'?*' 1^1/I «Iih .1 _ 


colonies once belong absolutely to tho 
Crown of Greet Britain and Ireland ? No 
one can deny this. It thence follows that 
those parts of these provinces which tho 
King has not given to the colonists or co¬ 
lonial legislatures still belong to the crown. 
Have these lands then ever been given 
to the provinces by any order of the King’* 
Government? No. Have they been given 
to the provinces by even a resolution of 
any branch of the British Government ? 
No. Does the provincial charters or con¬ 
stitutional acts which established local le¬ 
gislatures, Concede these lands to the pro¬ 
vinces ? No. Thb Very Acts which au¬ 
thorise tlife iiihabitahts of these province* 
to elect representatives, and those repre¬ 
sentatives to legislate for their Constituents, 
abthoHse his Majesty to dispose of thesn 
lands as he pleases ; and it is no more a 
violation of the constitution for his Majesty 
to dispose of these lands to individuals or 
companies than it is for a Colonial represent, 
ative to sit in a House of Assembly and 
legislate. And it is as much a subversion 
of the constitution to infringe the preroga¬ 
tive of the ctown as it is to infringe the* 
right of the subject. Both are equally 
established by laic. The 44 property of th« 
Province is that which the Constitution 
of the Province places at the disposal of 
the Provincial Legislature; the property of 
the crown is that Which the constitution 
places at tFPe disposal bf his Majesty. 
1 here tvere no legislatUffeft ih the colonies 
until an Act of the JffipeHUl Parliament 
created them. Those legislatures there¬ 
fore can possess tm pbtoer Which is not 
given them ill the Afct by which thfey wem 
established, any ffiorb than the Common 
council of the city of tbioUtd, Mbntreal oe 
Quebec, can CbiistitUtibtially eXercise pow* 
ers not giveh in the Act bf Parliament bf 
which it Was created. Every man who 
has settled or been born in the Province* 
is bound by tacit consent or oath of allegi 
once to maintain the rights and dignity of 
the crown; and the constitution of tlm 
province declares what those rights are. 
The claims, therefore, of the Papinean 
party, and all enlisted with them, are not 
only a blow at the constitution and a denial 
of the Royal prerogative, but involve tho 
jsubversion of all moral obligations to sup- 
jport or obey any established constitution! 
of government, making allegiance to it a 
' mere question bf expediency, like the hol<L 
ing or selling of a farm, or the wearing of & 
top coat. This is goibg back to natural 
rights and the law of nature with a 
vengeance. Nay, nay,—let true economy 

in the public expenditure be observed_ 

let every act and department of the admin¬ 
istration be watched and scrutinized—lef, 
every abuse be corrected—let every lauda¬ 
ble enterprise atul improvement be promo¬ 
ted—let rights ahd property be protected- 
but let the Constitution (to which attach¬ 
ment haft beeh professed and allegiance 
sworn) remain sabred. 

But it may he said, these crown land* 
were Worth Very littlfe SO years ago, but 
by the enterprise and industry of the in¬ 
habitants they have become valuable— 
therefore, the crown has no right to theni 
any longer. 1 he conclusion does not fol¬ 
low from the premises. The increased 
value of property in the Colonies does not 
annihilate the rights of the crown anymore 
than it annihilates the rights of an individ¬ 
ual. It is true that the croton lands werb 
of little value 30 years ago, and it is also 
trUe the lands of individuals Were of as 
little valtie. It is likewise tibe that Whilst 
the value of the Croton lands has been in¬ 
creased by the settlement and labours of 
the inhabitants, the value of their lands has 
beeh equally increased by the protection, 
and encouragement and expenditures of 
the crown and that, at a great annual ex¬ 
pense tb the British nation, Without oti« 
fat tiling’s return for tnahV years, faith 
equal propriety might not’the British go- 
veinhient Fay to these doughty patriots,
